He won the Brooklyn three times (113, 
126, 135 pounds), Arlington Handicap (135), Bunker Hill (131), Butler (132), Cincin- 
nati (132), Maryland (130), Merchants’ and Citizens’ (139), Potomac (128), Rhode 
Island (118), Stars and Stripes (126), Saratoga (132), and San Carlos (130) Handi- 
caps. He won Wilson Stakes twice and Whitney Stakes three times, and also won 
Detroit Challenge Cup, Hawthorne Gold Cup, Kenner Stakes. 


He set the world’s record of 1:55 for 1 3-16 miles at Narragansett Park. 

He also holds Aqueduct’s track record for 11, miles in 1:48!; (world’s record when 
made), Arlington Park’s track record for 1!, miles in 2:01!;, under 135 pounds), and 
Detroit’s track record for 1 3-16 miles in 1:58!5.

NE of the greatest assets of the English 


Thoroughbred breeding industry is a smart, 
scholarly, sour-faced old man known to his read- 


ers as Mankato, to his acquaintances as Dr. J. B. 
Robertson. He is the Hitler of English racing 
journalism, and the American Thoroughbreds are 
his Jews. He has been quite successful in his 
lifelong campaign to keep American horses out 
of the world market (not that American breeders 
show any interest in developing an export trade), 
and his methods are quite interesting, though 
simple enough. If a horse like Mahmoud wins 
the English Derby, for instance, Mankato gives 
the credit to his English ancestry. If he loses 
the St. Leger, Mankato puts the blame on his 
American ancestry. He does it with convincing 
finality, and has a fiendish faculty of grinding 
to little pieces anyone who takes issue with him. 
A most admirable man. 


With Mankato an American cross is always a 
“weak link.” ‘Though it be five generations back, 
it can still be held responsible for any fault or 
any defeat. Though it be in the first or second 
parental generation, it can have no share in any 
triumph. This man’s loyalty to his principles in 
the face of all opposing facts is magnificent. 


A few days ago Mankato had occasion to re- 
mark upon the excellence of the revised edition 
of H. E. Keylock’s Thoroughbred Pedigree Charts. 
The principal excellence of these charts, it seems, 
is that they trace “the descent of all the more 
prominent racehorses and mares in the female 
line from their first known ancestress, . . . at the 
same time discarding data (with which certain 
Continental Charts are overloaded) of no practi- 
cal moment to the breeder.”” The discarded data 
were the data concerning outstanding ,horses 
bred and raced outside of England. The conti- 
nental charts so overloaded with these data are 
superior beyond all comparison to the Keylock 
charts, except in England. But the leading fe- 
male families developed outside of England are, 
to Mankato, simply “obscure by-paths.”’ 

Included in the Keylock charts are a few wisps 
of information concerning some of the ‘Ameri- 
can families” not admitted to England’s General 
Stud Book. Tne samples given come as near to 


telling the whole story as a hair out of Omaha’s 
tail could be made to represent the whole horse. 
Discussing the family founded by Selima in 
America, Mankato calls attention to its contami- 
nation by various American strains: 

In this category, as shown in the chart on page 
132, are the horses Dove, Wormsley’s King Herod, 
Wild Medley, and Woodpecker (all American) which 
enter into the pedigree of Rhoda B.’s sire Han- 
over. 


The setting forth of these American lines more 
fully than has been done in the Keylock Charts will 
enable British breeders of the younger generation 
to understand the why and wherefore of the closing 
of the Stud Book some 25 years ago. 


They will also gather there was no wonder that 
Foxhall and his sister were such failures at the 
stud. In their pedigrees are to be found the ordi- 
nary work horses of America in the beginning of 
the last century. 

The setting forth of these English lines will 
enable American breeders of the younger genera- 
tion to understand the why and wherefore of the 
closing of the English mind some years ago. 

We have no quarrel with English breeders con- 
cerning their horses or ours. We don’t do much 
quarreling with Mankato himself. The lines 
quoted above probably never would have been 
read in America if we had not reprinted them. 
We carry them chiefly as a matter of information 
to American breeders, illustrating as they do 
the methods employed by a most successful pub- 
licist. 

Very likely English breeders have never taken 
into consideration what would happen if a few 
eloquent and acidulous American Turf writers 
were to adopt the same methods. A few such 
journalists could create quite a reaction against 
the run-down strains (that would be an excellent 
phrase to use over and over) of the General 
Stud Book. They could point out the splendid 
success of importations from France, the excel- 
lence of horses bred in Ireland, the miserable fail- 
ure of horses bred in England (omitting, of 
course, any mention of successes on the part of 
English-bred horses). They could point out how 
frequently English breeders have unloaded the 
worst kind of breeding trash on American breed- 
ers whose critical judgment had never been 
sharpened by derogatory articles. ... In such a 
scuffle the English export market would have 
everything to lose, nothing to gain.

A STUD FARM DIARY 


By NOTHING VENTURE 


OVEMBER 26. Thanksgiving. After a dense- 

ly foggy night we got out this morning to 
the humming of a brisk cold wind, but a pleasant 
sun mitigated things somewhat. All has been 
as quiet here today as on an English sabbath. 
Had a thorough inspection of everything in my 
lot this morning, enjoying the walk around the 
paddocks. 


NOVEMBER 27. It was sharp, with ice over the 
water troughs this morning again, and it has 
become steadily colder all day. I walked through 
the fields this morning and was struck by the 
effect of the long fall drought we have ex- 
perienced here. I do not recall such a long dry 
spell at this time of the year. The fields are dry 
all over and as the mares move in the bare spots 
they kick up dust. There will be little protec- 
tion for the roots this winter. The blacksmith 
has been trimming the feet of the weanlings 
today. They grow fast and on the hard ground 
break off easily, if left to get too long in the 
toes. This year they are a straight-footed lot 
and the smith does not have any special work 
to do to correct crooked feet, fortunately. 


NOVEMBER 28. This morning—a bitterly cold 
morning it was—the man who feeds at the Mad- 
den shed found one of the saddle horses definitely 
under the weather. She was brought to this end 
of the farm where we found that she had be- 
come chilled during an apparently mild case of 
colic. The good old stimulant of a toddy was 
called in, and as it appeared there might be 
some congestion we gave the patient an injec- 
tion of neo-salvarsan intravenously. This ap- 
peared to straighten her out, and her tempera- 
ture tonight has dropped from 103 to 101. She 
is well blanketed and appears much more com- 
fortable just now. 


NOVEMBER 29. Somewhat pleasanter today, 
with a bright sun. Our saddle mount that was 
sick is much better, and is eating and drinking 
lightly. Took a long walk to see the stock in- 
stead of accompanying the young entry to Sun- 
day School and church, as I suppose I should 
have done. Everything seems to be going along 
evenly. Watched the mares and weanlings put 
up at the upper farm this evening and am pleased 
with the condition of the former, which are do- 
ing well. They consume plenty of soya bean 
hay now, with good results. The newest arrival 
among the stallions now has The Major turned 
out in an adjoining paddock, with only one fence 
between them, and both enjoy their galloping 
and playing much more than before.

Today we have put 
about a score of young pigs in the pound at,the 
upper farm where they will run behind the 
steers fattening there. These hogs cost little, 
get no special attention, and grow themselves 
into cash, while doing their part in improving 
the soil.

tonight, the farm crew has hauled a reserve of 
fodder to my corral where the steers are, and 
the shelter at that point has been fixed up. Also 
we have taken care of the water supply, covering 
well with manure all places where the pipes 
froze last winter, for we are a month earlier 
than last year with our freeze. Right by the 
stable nearest my house there is a yawning 
hole tonight, for the men have started digging 
a 14-foot well so that in the future we will not be 
at the mercy of any more deep wells. The lakes 
and ponds near here are all frozen over now. 


DECEMBER 2. In the early hours of this morn- 
ing the ground was a couple of inches deep in 
snow, but it warmed up towards morning with 
consequent disappearance of the white blanket. 
Since 10 o’clock it has rained heavily, for which 
we are thankful. Had the blacksmith check the 
feet of most of the mares and work stock, as 
all had to be indoors. One old mule decided that 
he would have nothing to do with the smith at 
all, so went into the stocks, soon giving up his 
obstreperousness. I blistered one mule this after- 
noon in the near fore ankle, as he has been 
lame there for some time. Also put a blister 
on the filling left on the hind leg of the Man o’ 
War filly that was cut down last summer. This 
filly has come on wonderfullly well and will make 
a strapping mare before she’s through. Received 
my Enza-Vita stallion service record book this 
morning and suggest that stallion owners send 
for one. Pocket size and complete, the book is 


a sort of advertising that horsemen will welcome.

Ballots and Returns 


EVERAL weeks ago the Turf and Sport Digest, 

Baltimore, sent out ballots to 487 sports 
writers scattered throughout the country, for the 
purpose of picking outstanding horses of the year. 
Of these, 258 were returned, showing a not very 
divided opinion concerning the leaders. Since 
the poll provided for selecting first, second, and 
third choices in each division, with a scoring sys- 
tem counting three points for first, two for sec- 
ond, one for third, the highest possible score was 
774 in each division. Granville almost made a 
sweep of 3-year-old honors, scoring 744 points. 
The 30 points he failed to get, according to my 
personal analysis, represent 29 persons who 
picked Bold Venture first, and one, who shall be 
nameless in this column, who preferred Brevity. 
Greatest division of opinion concerned 2-year-old 
fillies, though even here the leader, Hal Price 
Headley’s Apogee, led by 130 points. Results of 
the poll, omitting those horses which received 
only a few “sentimental” votes (Sentimental

bf ita release of nominations for Santa Anita 
Park’s $100,000 handicap, racing followers 
will begin looking for the successor to *Azucar 
and Top Row. Operators of future books, who 
promise to be legion if the business stays as 
good as it has been recently, will begin looking 
for a successor to Cavalcade and Discovery, 
which virtually ‘‘couldn’t lose’ the two earlier 
handicaps. All those who backed these two 
horses in future books for the first two Santa 
Anita Handicaps, as well as those who backed 
Chance Sun and Brevity in the last two Ken- 
tucky Derbys, will have a chance to get deeper 
in the hole. 

Two considerations immediately occur to me. 
One is the old and trusty admonition, ‘‘you never

get anywhere wising up suckers.” The other is 
that there may be people who play future books 
as a sort of mental disease, just as there are 
people who collect autographs or eighteenth cen- 
tury bottles. I can see why an owner or a 
trainer, who knows, or thinks he knows, some- 
thing about his own horse and other horses in a 
race, may—just barely may—have some business 
with a future book. But the average bettor, who 
gets most of his knowledge at second or third 
hand, at a distance of some hundreds of miles, 
would be as well off with one of these machines 
where you drop a nickle, pull a handle, and see 
the lemon come up. I have taken the trouble to 
add up the percentages of a few future books; 
they total, usually, around 240, which means that 
the odds are approximately half as high as they 
should be. 


CANADA 


STATISTICS FOR THE SEASON 
ND-OF-THE-SEASON figures (compiled by 
Daily Racing Form) from the 22 Canadian 
tracks which operated this year (the same group 
that ran in 1935, with the exception of Dorval 
Park, which had no meeting this year), show 
only the slightest of gains in the sport there. 
Purse distribution totaled $958,475, the lowest 
figures, with the exception of 1934, in recent 
years. However, the dropping of the Dorval 
Park meeting, and the curtailment of Devonshire 
Park’s meeting to four days, because of ter- 
rifically hot weather, account for the slight drop 
from the 1935 distribution, which was $1,027,150. 

Best key is average daily distribution, which 
was $3,549.91 during the 1936 season, a gain of 
a few dollars over 1935, when the daily average 
was $3,393.71, but lower than in recent previous 
years. Woodbine Park, with a daily distribution 
averaging $7,701.43 was far ahead of the others. 
Long Branch was next, with $5,325, and Thorn- 
cliffe Park was third with $5,277.86. Dufferin 
Park, Fort Erie, and Hamilton had daily distribu- 
tions ranging from $4,400 to $4,800 daily, and 
other tracks ranged from $4,000 daily down to 
$1,657.50 daily, the lowest figure being that of 
Willows Park. 

There were 270 days of racing in Canada this 
season, all tracks having 14 days except Devon- 
shire (4), Edmonton (7), and Chinook Park (10). 
A total of 1,959 races were run, with an average 
of $489.47 in purses per race. The racing was 
reasonably formful, with 36 per cent of the fa- 
vorites winning. 

Leading horses, in money winning, were Sa- 
moan ($8,605), Indian Broom ($8,090), and 
Sweepstaff ($6,410). Leading owners were H. C. 
Hatch ($31,220), Medway Stable ($28,050), Erin- 
dale Stable ($26,040), and Parkwood Stable 
($24,590). No other owners won as much as 
$20,000, and the E. F. Seagram stable, which has 
been a dominating force in Canadian racing 
until this year, was seventh, with $13,380, since 
the Seagram horses have raced chiefly in the 
United States this youn. 


WILLIAM P. KYNE made a gesture December 2 
that various observers might call either opti- 
mistic or derisive. He offered to cut Bay 
Meadows’ take-out from 8 to 6 per cent, pro- 
vided that the State would reduce its share 
from 4 to 3 per cent. 
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PEDIGREE POINTS - 


*Ksar 


MONG last week’s visitors in the Blue Grass 

section of Kentucky were Mr. and Mrs. 
Abram S. Hewitt. Mr. Hewitt owns the thou- 
sand-acre Montana Hall Stud at White Post, 
Va., in the Shenandoah Valley, and I gather, 
from the thorough manner in which he is estab- 
lishing his foundation of breeding stock, that he 
expects to make Montana Hall one of the out- 
standing stud farms in the eastern part of the 
country. Heading the stud is *Ksar, which made 
his first American season in 1936. Twenty-eight 
mares were bred to him, and somewhere be- 
tween 20 and 24 of them are in foal. Among 
the mares in foal are Sister Ship, a daughter of 
Man o’ War, and Miss Patience, by High Time. 
It will be the first foal of Miss Patience, a good 
race mare. 

American breeders should watch the career 
of *Ksar in this country with considerable in- 
terest. He was a high-class racer, is a proved 
success as a sire, and has a splendid pedigree. 
Yet he carries practically none of the blood- 
strains which have been successful in England 
and America in recent years. He is a thoroughly 
Made-in-France product. The names in his pedi- 
gree are strangers to most American breeders, 
yet they are great names. He is by Bruleur 
(Chouberski—Basse Terre, by Omnium II) out 
of Kizil Kourgan, by Omnium II-—Kasbah, by 
Vigilant, third dam Katia, by Guy Dayrell. He 
not only comes from Dollar in tail-male, but is 
inbred, with one free generation, to Omnium II, 
grandson of Dollar. 

It is possible that Evremonde de St. Alary 
made a great contribution to the world’s Thor- 
oughbred stock in trade when he bred *Ksar, 
for the horse’s pedigree was developed, not from 
the staple materials which go into today’s pedi- 
grees, but from strains which, from an Ameri- 
can point of view, at least, are fresh and new 
and vigorous. (The same is true of *Kantar, 
another horse bred by M. de St. Alary.) It is 
Mr. Hewitt’s idea, I think, to mate the inbred 
*Ksar with a few inbred American mares in 
order to have the advantage of “hybrid vigor,” 
which comes from crossing two unrelated inbred 
strains. He is thoroughly justified in expecting 
good results from this procedure. 

I believe it would be to the advantage of the 
American Thoroughbred if *Ksar succeeded in 
establishing a male line in this country, for he 
represents an amazingly prepotent ancestry, and 
his own performance has been worthy of his 
breeding. He is one of four French Derby win- 
ners sired by Bruleur and himself has sired two 
winners of that classic. His dam was a great 
race mare and a great producer. *Ksar was 
leading French sire in 1931 and has been well up 
toward the top since 1928.

Weanlings 


HAD the pleasure of accompanying Mr. Hew- 

itt to A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud at Panis, 
Ky., last Sunday. He wanted to see especially 
the Hancock weanlings, with a view, I suppose, 
to making some solid additions to his foundation 
of breeding stock. It was my first look at Clai- 
borne’s prospective 1937 offerings at Saratoga, 
and the 40-odd youngsters made a great show.

There was a colt—-he will be a grey—by *Sir 
Gallahad III out of *Winsome Way, a Tetra- 
tema mare which has already produced the 
Arlington Lassie and Spinaway Stakes winner 
Forever Yours. I was so struck with the ap- 
pearance of this youngster, the first colt we saw, 
that I made an exclamation or so and demanded 
of Arthur Hancock, Jr., some comment on him. 
“Best weanling I ever saw,” said he. This colt 
may be put down now as one of the highest- 
priced yearlings at Saratoga next year. 

Another colt, a chestnut son of Stimulus and 
the former good race mare Hold Me, by Von 
Tromp, was the finest Stimulus I have ever seen. 
He is big, muscular, smoothly turned every- 
where, with regular action, and a grand air of 
confidence about him. Another top price may be 
expected for a chestnut colt by *Sickle out of 
War Banner, by Man o’ War. A fairly late foal, 
he is not big, and as a son of *Sickle he is not 
likely to be big, but his appearance combines all 
the quality and apparent class of his sire and 
his maternal grandsire. A brown colt by *Phara- 
mond II out of Anna Horton, by *Wrack, was 
also an excellent individual, with a very good 
action, and an extremely short cannon. 

It’s a long way to Saratoga and these four 
colts may be in the back row by then. But they 
are grand ones now.

Hi-Jack 


YOUNG stallion which has attracted con- 

siderable attention this year is Hi-Jack, 9- 
year-old John P. Grier horse standing at E. K. 
Thomas’ Timberlawn Farm. The reason is that 
his first crop has provided 10 2-year-old winners 
in 1936. The crop consisted of 24 registered 
foals, of which one died as a yearling and an- 
other was a twin. 

Hi-Jack was a colt of high promise at two, 
when he won the Sanford Stakes, finished sec- 
ond in the Futurity (beating Gallant Fox, 
Boojum, etc.), the Nursery and Eastern Shore 
Handicaps, third in the Flash, United States 
Hotel, and Richard Johnson Stakes. However, in 
the Spalding Lowe Jenkins Handicap he suffered 
a wrench of the sesamoid joint which kept him 
out of training for his entire 3-year-old season. 
The foot was kept in a cast for many weeks. 
In his first start at four, an overnight handi- 
cap at Belmont Park, he took up 118 pounds, 
ran six furlongs over the main course in 1:11, 
defeated Judge Schilling (120), Boojum (125), 
Black Majesty (117), Osmand (126), Dowagiac 
(110). In his next start he won a six-furlong 
highweight handicap at Aqueduct under top 
weight of 140 pounds. Thereafter he made a few 
starts without winning, probably because of the 
weakened ankle, which finally caused him to 
bow a tendon in the opposite leg. 

By John P. Grier out of Playcany, by Fair 
Play, second dam Tuscany, by *Rock Sand, Hi- 
Jack has an almost complete representation of 
the prominent American pedigree lines. His 
pedigree is void of Isonomy, *Star Shoot, *Ogden, 
Hampton, Spearmint, Roi Herode, Sundridge, 
Barcaldine, and I should expect him to do well 
with such outcrosses as these. One of his win- 
ners (Just Ahead) is out of a Wildair mare, 
bringing a close return of Broomstick (grandsire 
of John P. Grier), but I do not expect his best 
stock to come from inbreeding. 
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GENERAL ITEM 

Charles J. McLennan has resigned his post as 
racing secretary at Arlington Downs. 

Trainer W. G. Wagnon has taken 11 yearlings 
to Tropical Park for a New York owner. 

Steel Cutter, *Sir Greysteel gelding which holds 
Hialeah Park’s track record for one mile, in 
1:3515, died of shipping fever at Miami Decem- 
ber 2. 

Daily distribution at Tropical Park will aver- 
age $5,900, according to the first condition book 
of the meeting, running from December 14 to 
Christmas Day. 

A new track, to cost the usual $2,500,000, has 
been proposed at Oakland, across the bay from 
San Francisco. It would be the first Oakland 
track since the days of Emeryville.

DEATH OF BROWN BU D 

Breaking his left fore pastern while being ex- 
ercised on a longe, the stallion Brown Bud was 
destroyed December 1, after three veterinarians 
had decided that the injury could not be re- 
paired. Dr. Charles R. Richards, of Sagamore 
Farm, and Dr. Harry A. Meisner, of Major Ral 
Parr’s Laurel Park farm, agreed that the break 
could not be helped, played safe by having Dr. 
John D. Gadd, of Timonium, X-ray the fracture. 
The picture confirmed the first opinion, and 
Brown Bud was destroyed. 

Brown Bud, foaled in 1924, was bred and raced 
by Frederick Johnson. He was by *Brown 
Prince II—June Rose, by Myram. On the Turf 
he was a successful performer, winning $63,802, 
including Travers Midsummer Derby, Miller 
Stakes, and Maryland Handicap. He finished 


first in the Jockey Club Gold Cup, ahead of 
Chance Play, Display, and others, but was dis- 
qualified. Until the end of the 1935 season, he 
stood at Arthur B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud, 
Paris, Ky., but was sold in the fall of that year 
to Charles W. Williams and Henry L. Straus, 
the latter known to the Turf as head of the 
American Totalizator Company. Brown Bud 
stood in 1936 at Mr. Williams’ Stadacona Farm, 
near Glyndon, Md., and was bred to 18 mares. 
Among his get were the stakes winner Fair Lead 
and the good winners Cotton Club, Kissinbug, 
Berry Patch, Brown Witch, Brindle, Attraction, 
Hermie Roy, and Brown Feathers. 


BLACK DEVIL TO STAND IN FRANCE 


Black Devil, one of the several good stakes 
winners William Woodward has bred in America 
and raced in England, has been purchased by the 
French breeder Pierre Champion, who will send 
him to his stud to replace *Aethelstan, recently 
imported to America.

FRANK IANNI ARRESTED 

EDERAL agents of the narcotic bureau on

BAY MEADOWS 

ID-POINT of Bay Meadows’ 25-day meeting 

came December 2, the thirteenth day of 
racing there. At that point, the pari-mutuel total 
was $2,056,711, the daily average $158,209. As- 
suming no change in the weather, the second 
half of the meeting is likely to prove more suc- 
cessful than the first, since competition of other 
sports has lessened, and interest in racing is con- 
sequently on the increase. 

The week which ended December 5 produced 
good racing, with a fair sprinkling of non-claim- 
ing events. Among the week’s better winners 
were Wildland (by Wildair), bred by F. Hatch, 
and winner of an allowance race for 3-year-olds 
and up; Best Bid (by *Donnacona), bred by 
Swingalong Stable, winner of a Class C handi- 
cap; and High Vote (by High Cloud), bred by 
Dr. M. W. Williams, and winner of an allowance 
event. The secondary feature of Saturday’s 
racing was a $2,000 purse, offered under the 
sounding title of Apostleship of the Sea Handi- 
cap. The winner was Northway Stable’s home- 
bred Fair Lead, a 2-year-old son of Brown Bud, 
which upset the favored Half Time to win in 
1:10%5 for the six furlongs. 

Bay Meadows’ coming racing schedule is not 
exactly definite. The meeting will close Decem- 
ber 19, but this would make 26 racing days, and 
the track is allowed but 25. A day will be 
skipped this week or next, with Manager Wil- 
liam P. Kyne looking for a rainy one. Should 
it not rain, Thursday, December 10, will be the 
off day. On December 12 the $10,000 added 
World’s Fair Handicap will be offered. Time 
Supply, Accolade, Tick On, and Seabiscuit are 
among the favorites, particularly since it was 
announced that Blue Boot has been fired, will 
not be a starter. 

BURLINGAME HANDICAP 

A track record of 1:0945 would generally be 
considered safe, whatever the excellence of the 
field. But racing writers, officials, and publicity 
men generally expected the Burlingame Handicap 
($5,000 added, all ages, six furlongs) at Bay 
Meadows December 5 to produce a sprinter capa- 
ble of shattering that record. The reason for the 
expectation was not the quality of the field, which 
was rather good, but the state of the Bay Mead- 
ows track, which is lightning. Eleven track 
records had gone down in the first 16 days of the 
meeting, and $1,250 platers had been winning 
in such spanking time as 1:11.

She was a $160 yearling, won 
Monroe and Beresford Handicaps at three, won 
the Speed Handicap at Bay Meadows last spring, 
is one of the better sprinters on the coast. De- 
tails of her pedigree appeared in THE BLOOD- 
HORSE of May 2, page 579. 

SANTA ANITA HANDICAP ENTRIES 

Nominations for the $100,000 Santa Anita Han- 
dicap, closed December 1, were released Decem- 
ber 8. They included 88 entries, an increase of 
six over last year’s total, which in turn had in- 
creased by 12 over the 70 nominations for the 
first running of the event. Seven 2-year-olds, 35 
3-year-olds, and 48 older horses make up the 
group, with some of the best from all divisions.

STATISTICS IN ARCADIA 

Writers and speakers opposed to racing have 
made frequent capital of how much money racing 
takes out of local circulation. Racing’s friends 
have been slow, not to say torpid, both in refuting 
this charge and in advancing counter arguments. 
But Fred Purner, alert publicity man for the Los 
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Angeles Turf Club, has compiled rather convinc- 
ing estimates of the amount of money which will 
be spent in and around the Los Angeles neighbor- 
hood this winter, in connection with the Santa 
Anita meeting at Arcadia. The racing and train- 
ing season he estimates at 80 days (duration of 
the actual meeting is 71 days of which 52 are 
racing days), and on this basis he estimates an 
expenditure of approximately $1,000,000 by own- 
ers and their employees.

This total does not include, of course, the ex- 
penses of officials, totalizator clerks, and miscel- 
laneous employees of the track, who are paid by 
the racing association, nor does it include money 
spent by tourists, racing followers, and the like, 
who are drawn into the section by the races. It 
does supply a good deal of controversial ammu- 
nition for advocates of racing. 

An interesting angle to these statistics, how- 
ever, is the fact that owners, who pay salaries 
out of which this $1,000,000 expense account 
comes, will receive not more than $800,000 in 
purses at Santa Anita, leaving them a deficit of 
$200,000, in addition to the money they have 
tied up and the depreciation in the value of their 
horses due to aging. 


ANOTHER GRAND NATIONAL HOPE 

Stronger than any other transatlantic lure for 
American horses is the Grand National Steeple- 
chase. No deterrent to hopeful owners is the 
consistent record of failures on the part of 
American-bred racers sent to Liverpool, Eng- 
land, to contest the difficult journey over the 
breath-taking jumps of Aintree. 

Latest owner to decide on taking the chance 
is Frank M. Child. His entry is the 6-year-old 
What Have You, son of Tryster and the noted 
producer Prodigy, by *Light Brigade. The geld- 
ing is now in Maryland, in charge of W. B. 
Streett, who is to make arrangements to ship 
him to England, and who expects to train him 
for the Grand National and ride him in it. 

What Have You, a fair campaigner on the flat, 
was purchased by his present owner in 1933, 
educated for jumping. He was a good pupil, and 
last summer he scored in three of the leading 
fixtures run under the rules of the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association. These were 
the Foxcatcher Cup, the Hunters’ Plate at Bel- 
mont Park and the R. Penn Smith Cup at 
Roslyn, N. Y. He is thus qualified technically 
for his Grand National essay. 

FLORIDA BACKS UP 

Earlier this year, it was announced that Flor- 
ida tracks would ban jockey agents, would ap- 
point an official to make engagements for riders. 
On December 7 it was announced that this 


system would me “postponed,” that stable agents 
would make riding engagements, with an official 
assisting.

MEADE STAYS DOWN 

The Florida State Racing Commission met at 
Miami December 5. For some time rumors had 
circulated that Donald Meade, suspended indefi- 
nitely on March 4, 1936, apparently for betting 
on horses which he was supposed to be riding 
against, would be reinstated. After the meeting 
the commission, never loquacious in the matter of 
official business, gave out the statement: 

William J. Pruitt, attorney, appeared in behalf of 
Jockey Don Meade and renewed his petition for re- 
instatement for Don Meade. The petition was denied. 


SEASON OPENING NEAR 

Tropical Park’s opening, on December 14, 
will apparently find the Florida section well 
supplied with horses. At present, according to 
reports from Miami, there are 600 horses at 
Tropical Park, 900 at Hialeah. Added to the 
number already there, the last weeks have seen 
the arrival of strings from Branncastle Farm, 
Middleburg Stable, Sage Stable, and others 
owned by Victor Emanuel, Mrs. Ambrose Clark, 
Elwood Sachsenmaier, Mrs. R. Heighe, and other 
owners. Wheatley Stable shipped in Snark and 
Reminding, and a number of 2-year-olds and 
yearlings; Belair Stud sent *Isolater and several 
others; and Ogden Phipps’ White Cockade, win- 
ner of this year’s Withers, arrived a few days 
ago. Yearlings are being schooled from the 
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Australian barrier at Hialeah Park, 
Starter Marshall Cassidy’s supervision.

YEARLING JUDGING CONTEST 


EGINNING in 1933, the Thoroughbred Club 

of America has conducted a contest in judg- 
ing yearlings. Members of the club spend an 
afternoon looking at a band of previously chosen 
yearlings, attempt to select the one which will 
prove the largest money-winner at two. To the 
money formed by contribution of each selector 
to a prize fund, the Thoroughbred Club adds $10, 
President Thomas Piatt a silver julep cup. 

In 1935 club members reviewed 30 yearlings, 
10 each at Greentree, Dixiana, and the C. V. 
Whitney farm. Most popular of the yearlings 
(with three votes for first place, three for second, 
six for third) was a flashy colt, by Sweep All, 
which did not get to the races at all. Named 
Golden Tower, he showed high promise, but broke 
a sesamoid bone at Arlington Park in July, was 
sent back to the farm. But for the first time 
since the contest was inaugurated, the winner 
chose the best money-winner in the group. Nat- 
urally, some yearlings receive no selection for 
first place. In the first year, Sailor Beware, 
which earned the most, was overlooked. In the 
second year, the highest money-winner, Bright 
Plumage, was overlooked, not chosen first, second, 
or third by any selector. Last year for the first 
time, pedigrees were not furnished, and contest- 
ants did not know the breeding of the yearlings 
they saw. Both Charles Asbury and E. E. Minor 
(a visitor connected with the Railway Express 
Agency), selected a chestnut colt by *Twink— 
Alicia W., by Salmon Trout, which, later named 
Forty Winks, proved the best money-winner of 
the group, winning the Saratoga Special, one 
other race, adding a second and third in four 
starts to earn $8,400. Under the rules of the 
contest, in the event of a tie on first choice, 
the winner is decided by the second choices. For 
second place, Mr. Asbury picked a bay colt by 
Pennant—-Blessings, by *“Chicle. This was Fly- 
ing Cross, which won two races, ran third in the 
Futurity, to earn $7,050. This was not only ahead 
of Mr. Minor’s second choice, Dressy (bay filly 
by *Sickle—Red Gown, by Man o’ War, which 
earned $4,875), but was the second leading 
money-winner in the entire group. So Mr. As- 
bury won by the difficult method of picking, first 
and second, the best and the second best money- 
winning 2-year-olds out of a group of 30 year- 
lings. 

Among others whose judgment was more or 
less vindicated were A. W. Shutts, Allan Long, 
and OJin Gentry, who chose Dressy for first place. 
Among those which were not chosen for first 
place by any contestant were Flying Cross 
($7,050) and Foolish Moment ($7,005). 

The group of yearlings showed up well. From 
the 30 there were 28 which started, 21 which won, 
four stakes winners, Forty Winks, Dressy, Fool- 
ish Moment, and Jub Jub. Yet five of the seven 
non-winners received seven of the 18 votes for 
first choice.

MARYLAND 


INCREASES IN MARYLAND 

AST week THE BLOoD-HORSE published statis- 

tics on betting totals in Maryland during the 
1936 season, took its figures from Associated 
Press releases, accumulated several mistakes. 
Less casual statistics, given by Russell Oakes in 
the Baltimore Evening Sun of December 1, are 
here appended. At Maryland’s four major race 
tracks, Pimlico, Bowie, Havre de Grace, and 
Laurel Park, betting increased $2,251,783 over 
1935, for a total of $29,452,760, a gain of 8.3 per 
cent. Minor tracks, unfortunate in weather con- 
ditions in 1935, showed a greater gain. Their 
betting totals reached $2,090,599, a gain of $552,- 
297, or 36 per cent. Pimlico had the most pro- 
nounced increase, with 18.4 per cent; Bowie in- 
creased least, the 1936 total being but 3.7 per 
cent higher than in 1935. The major tracks had 
25 days of racing each, in both years. Compara- 
tive figures:

LEADING OWNERS 


Statistics from Maryland racing in 1936 placed 
Walter M. Jeffords at the top of the list of lead- 
ing money-winning owners in that State. Matey’s 
Pimlico Futurity victory (by disqualification of 
Privileged) swelled his total Maryland winnings 
to $35,700. Next was Elwood Sachsenmaier, 
with $32,070, earned by Roman Soldier in six 
victories. Alfred Vanderbilt, successful chiefly 
in the spring, was third with $31,910. Bold Ven- 
ture’s Preakness, worth $27,325, placed Morton 
L. Schwartz in fourth place. Others among the 
leaders, in order, were: Mrs. Emil Denemark, 
$25,525; Bomar Stable, $24,745; Edward R. Brad- 
ley, $22,695; Milky Way Farm, $22,480; Shandon 
Farm, $21,045. The Vanderbilt stable had the 
largest number of victories, with 26 races won.

URSES at Charles Town’s 12-day meeting 

range from $300 to $600, and fields have 
been small through the first week, which ended 
December 5. Most of the events have been under 
claiming conditions, with a few allowance events 
mixed in. Two of these, last week, were won by 
Aroused, 3-year-old Stimulus gelding owned by 
Mrs. B. F. Christmas, bred by A. B. Hancock. 
Two of the others, for 2-year-olds, fell to Mrs. 
I. P. Engle’s Miss Epe, by Sea Rock, bred by 
J.T. Engle. Most of the horses there came from 
the minor Maryland circuit, Timonium, Hagers- 
town, Cumberland, and Marlboro, but a few which 
raced at Bowie and other Maryland tracks are 
among the entries, with others from the New 
England tracks.

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RESEARCH AND EFFICIENCY 


Editor's Note: The following article, taking 
exception to last week’s editorial entitled “Re- 
search,” was written by a horseman connected 
with a Kentucky breeding farm. 


HE editors of THE BLOOD-HORSE are unique in 

their sincere efforts to back their opinions 
and statements with facts and I feel sure that the 
most of us read the paper with pleasure and con- 
fidence because they take the pains to supply the 
facts and figures. However, I am wondering if 
the editorial headed “Research” in the issue of 
December 5, 1936, does not leave us with the 
wrong impression with regard to research as 
applying to the horse industry. 


The horse has been the object of man’s concern 
since the beginning of history. To cite an in- 
stance, I believe that recruits to the cavalry have 
always been taught that their existence depended 
on their horse and that his care and welfare came 
first. Before the rider attended to his own wants 
he looked after his horse. The position of the 
horse in peacetime and in war and man’s regard 
for him have led to an enormous amount of re- 
search to combat the diseases and improve the 
conditions which surround him. 


With these more or less uncalled for remarks, 
we might take up the various statements in- 
cluded in the editorial. We find the following: 
“It is considered unavoidable that every horse, 
including even the weanlings, must be host to 
millions of parasites, and must carry them all 
his life.’ This needs further explanation. Back 
in the year 1919 Dr. M. C. Hall, chief of the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry, published his work on 
the treatments for parasites and offered simple 
and safe remedies which. when properly given, 
were 95-100 per cent effective. So at least it 
is not compulsory that the horse play host to the 
parasite all his life. Dr. Hall and others have 
supplied a complete knowledge of the life cycle 
of the various horse parasites and the reason 
horses are still subject to parasitism is that eco- 
nomic and practical conditions do not warrant 


the sanitary precautions that would be necessary , 


to bring about the elimination of parasites en- 
tirely. If it is intended completely to separate 
the horse from the parasite it would be neces- 
sary either to stop the horse from manuring the 
pastures or take the horse off the pastures en- 
tirely, and in any case the cure is worse than 
the disease. 

Horses that are properly treated before they 
enter training and which are not liable to rein- 
festation from contaminated pastures do not suf- 
fer much from parasitism. On the other hand, 
if we say that horses harbor millions of parasites 
even unto the weanlings, it is putting the cart 
before the horse, as the sucklings and weanlings 
are the babies we have the trouble with. The 
voungsters are very susceptible and are placed in 
position to ingest parasites when running at pas- 
ture with their dams and later when weaned and 
put on ground previously occupied by infested 
horses. For this reason many farms are remov- 
ing the horse manure from the fields, and this 
practice has proven beneficial in preventing 
heavy and fatal infestations. In the case of para- 
sites, research has provided effective remedies 
and practical control measures.

ers, breeders, and horse lovers in general, includ- 
ing the editors, believe that unsoundness is un- 
avoidable. I rather think that we all believe 
that a sound yearling would make a sound 4- 
year-old providing that he was not asked to do 
more than he should during the intervening time. 
From a practical standpoint, however, the condi- 
tions in the field of racing do not warrant keep- 
ing horses until they are mature before working 
them. Certain yearlings are unsound before they 
reach the trainer’s hands and these present a 
problem that the breeder is attempting to cope 
with. I believe that everything, including arti- 
ficial sunlight and supplementary feeds, has been 
tried. For the most part these troubles may be 
traced to abnormalities in bone development. 
Much research has been done with regard to vita- 
mins and minerals and so far as we know the 
natural food fed to our horses here in the Blue 
Grass is rich in all the necessities prescribed by 
these researches. The natural conclusion which 
may be drawn from these facts is that some un- 
soundness may be due to the combination of 
heavy feeding and lack of exercise which many 
yearlings are subjected to in an effort to give 
them maximum growth and the best appearance. 
This condition is avoidable and the yearling buy- 
ers are beginning to show some interest in well 
grown, sound, healthy yearlings even if their ribs 
might be showing a little. 


The statement, “There is no defense against 
periodic ophthalmia,” is a perfect summary of the 
situation. So much research has been done on 
this disease with resulting failure, that present- 
day scientists seem to have deserted this disease 
for more fertile fields. 


To say that ‘work on encephalomyelitis has 
gone no further than to point a finger of sus- 
picion at certain kinds of mosquitoes as carriers 
of the disease’ does not cover the situation. Re- 
search has isolated the cause, a filterable virus, 
and developed a serum to combat it. 


After all is said, I still agree with the editors 
that “there is evidence aplenty that the business 
of raising Thoroughbreds is not overrun with 
efficiency,” but the lack of research may not be 
the cause. Efficiency is an elusive term when 
applied to the horse industry. The only measure 
of efficiency that we have is the finish line located 
in front of the judges’ stand, and this is not a 
true measure for the reason that it is not possi- 
ble that breeders and trainers vary enough in 
their methods to account for the fluctuations of 
Lady Luck from one year to another. 


Perhaps the lack of efficiency is due to the lack 
of a measure of efficiency to gauge our efforts 
by. If such a measure could be invented the 
chaff would soon be separated from the wheat 
and the industry would assume about the same 
procedures as the manufacture of motor cars. 
The man with the most money and brains would 
put out the best horses while, as it is now, every- 
body has a chance. The rich and the poor, the 
smart and the dumb, the sober and the inebriated, 
the honest and the dishonest, all live in hope. 
And after all is said and done the number of 
2-year-old winners would still be governed by the 
number of 2-year-old races, the get of stallions, 
with everything else equal, would still be around 
50 per cent or less in the winner’s column. Alas! 
the path of the reformer is almost as hard as 
that of the transgressor, but has its compensa- 
tions--else why would we be sticking our neck 
out ?

‘chasing, though I hope it will not mean that 
the sport will become as commercialized as flat 
racing. 

There has been a. fair glut of runners at the 
minor N. H. meetings held during the past 
couple of months, and if only the weather 
keeps open, it seems that we are in for a bumper 
jumping season. It is certain that there are 
many more horses in training over the sticks 
at present than at any previous time, and many 
fair class performers on the flat have been re- 
cruited to the ranks of hurdlers. Incidentally, 
several trainers who have hitherto confined their 
activities to Jockey Club sport are now ‘mixing 
it,” and will have a few runners over the sticks.

At the Birmingham 


Battleship 


ATTENDED the ’chasing fixture at Wolver- 

hampton last week and was privileged by 
Trainer Reggie Hobbs to look over the Ameri- 
can Grand National victor of 1934, Mrs. Marion 
Scott’s Battleship, in his stall on the course 
prior to his second public appearance on Eng- 
lish soil. 

To be frank, a first glance over the son of 
Man o’ War-—*Quarantine left mixed impres- 
sions. His unfamiliar rich red chestnut coat, 
reminiscent of those hardy Devonshire ponies so 
numerous on the Dartmoor wilds, suggested a 
lack of class. Nor did he appear to have the 
substance of a high-class ’chaser. On closer 
inspection, I formed a more favorable view. By 
comparison with the general run of National 
Hunt performers, Battleship measures. well 
enough in height and girth, is well balanced, and 
a neat mover, with the ability to accelerate sur- 
prisingly. But I must confess that he is con- 
siderably below the stamp of the average Ain- 
tree aspirant. Power, particularly hind quarter 
leverage, appears to be missing. In build, he 
impresses as essentially a park perfomer or 
hurdler, and may never aspire beyond second- 
class handicap company. 

When saddled for the Oteley Steeplechase, 
which I regard him as being unlucky to lose, 
Battleship had everything in his favor, including 
galloping conditions approaching those of the

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loose tracks of the States. The race was for 
horses that have not won a steeplechase of 100 
sovereigns since 1934, and consequently the op- 
position was by no means formidable. In ad- 
dition Battleship was eligible for a 14-pound 
allowance on account of not having carried off 
a steeplechase of any description for two years 
and was in receipt of a stone from the veteran 
Belhector, a plodder which is in his element at 
the modest northern fixtures where the compe- 
tition is weak. 

That Battleship was tolerably forward in con- 
dition the race disclosed. For the greater part 
of the three-mile journey he shaped as_ the 
probable winner. His easy action enabled Jockey 
Hamey to place him at will. Fencing confidently 


and occasionally big, Battleship was always 
there until two obstacles from home. He was 


then racing in the heels of Alvarado, took off 
a shade too soon, dragged his hind legs through 
the fence, turned sideways and dislodged his 
jockey. Every rider in the race was unanimous 
that barring the mishap, Battleship would have 
won easily. Everything considered, the display 
can be regarded as encouraging, but I have yet 
to be convinced that the 9-year-old is the ideal 
type for the stiffer Aintree country. It was at 
this Wolverhampton fixture that the colors of 
His Majesty King Edward VIII, were carried for 
the first time. The horses from the Royal stable 
which have run since the King’s accession have 
sported the black jacket, white cap, of Lord 
Derby, but in the Thorneycroft Hurdle, the 4- 
year-old Marconi, with slight odds laid on him 
in a field of 17, was unplaced. The gelding won 
a couple of maiden ‘chases last season, and no 
doubt he is better over fences than over hurdles.

Timing 

LTHOUGH no official announcement is con- 

templated for the time, I gather on the most 
reliable authority that the stewards of the 
Jockey Club are contemplating a scheme for the 
official timing of all races decided on the flat. 
It is hoped that Lincoln, which inaugurates the 
season, or one of the immediate meetings will 
see the scheme in operation, though a deal of 
spade work has to be accomplished in the 
meantime. 

No attempt is to be made to continue with the 
beam ray system which operated for a spell on 
the Newmarket Ditch Mile course. It proved un- 
satisfactory. What is contemplated is the pur- 
chase of a portable clock between three and 
four feet in diameter, to be plugged into electric 
points on each race course, and which starts 
automatically as the tapes are released. Con- 
trolling light discs will govern false starts or 
mishaps at the gate when fouling the strands. 

In contrast with the former method the hu- 
man agency is to operate the judge’s end of the 
race, the services of a keen and enthusiastic 
colleague having been secured. On the success 
of the experiment depends an extension of the 
scheme at a subsequent date, and the adoption 
of the methods in vogue on the Continent and 
in America where by clocking the quarter, half 
and three-quarter distances, of all events, valu- 
able data is supplied to the public.
